service:

service, adjusting a QOS-affecting variable to change a future QOS metric; and 

determining the future QOS metric based upon a statistical regression of at least 
one of the historical QOS metrics, the bandwidth manager [[adapted]] configured to 
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choose a compression method for each of the plurality of subscribed services based 
upon the current QoS metric, the bandwidth manager [[adapted]] configured to change 
the compression method for each of the plurality of subscribed services based upon the 
future QoS metric. 

Claim 20: the phrase "adapted to" recited in lines 8 and 10 has been changed to - 
configured to--. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 and 10-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Parlos, US Pub No. 2005/0013244 A1 , discloses a system for actively controlling 
distributed applications. Parlos does not teach or fairly suggest the following features, 
which are recited in independent claims 1 and 19-20 of the present application, and 
argued on page 7 of the remarks: 

A method and system comprising: a bandwidth manager configured to choose a 
compression method for each of the plurality of subscribed services based upon the 
current QoS metric, the bandwidth manager configured to change the compression 
method for each of the plurality of subscribed services based upon the future QoS 
metric .
